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Education in Economics 

Economic illiteracy is, undoubtedly, one of 
the great difficulties facing the world of busi- 
ness today. Not only as it affects business in 
America, but as it affects individual under- 
standing of the currents in modern human 
affairs, lack of information on economics and 
finance, as well as its more dangerous sister, 
misinformation, is at the root of much of the 
world’s troubles. 

Industry in America is daily growing more 
complex. Invention and research are con- 
stantly making the everyday contacts of life 
more involved. Business, to succeed, must 
build upon the understanding of the people 
with whom it deals, which means of all the 
people, because business today reaches into 
every corner of every life. 

Ignorance of economic forces is at the root 
of most trouble between management and la- 
bor. Leaders of organized labor are, too often, 
utterly unfamiliar with the problems faced by 
management and operate upon the assumption 
that labor costs may be increased regardless of 
the condition of the industry as a whole. 


On the other hand, too many business execu- 
tives fail to recognize the changing social order 
in regard to labor, the difference in costs of 
living of today and 10 years ago and the social 
. implications in wage rates and hours of work. 
In both cases, it is a failure to understand the 
economic factors in the problems of the other 
fellow. 

Tooroften do politicians, lacking in neces- 
sary knowledge of economics, step blunderingly 
into the national picture and, by ill-advised 
legislation, or by action based upon misinfor- 
mation, disturb the balance which must be 
maintained if business as a whole is to con- 
tinue in successful operation. 

Nearly all the troubles in nations of the 
Old World which have turned to aggressjve 
war for the solution of their difficulties, were 
caused in the first place by the interference of 
politics which knew little, if anything, of. the 
economic fundamentals. Political control sap- 
ped management of working capital and made 
impossible the production of sufficient goods to 
supply the people’s needs. Scarcity and de- 
privation then bred discontent and rebellion, 
and revolution was only averted when political 
leaders, fearful of losing power, instigated 
foreign quarrels to divert their own people's 
interest. Then, naturally, followed the at- 
tempt to grab by force the things that other, 
and wiser, people had provided. 

Typical examples of fuddled thinking in 
this country are the general misconceptions 
about the miscalled “war debts” and the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

The man on the street, either lacking 
knowledge entirely of the truth about these 
issues, or woefully misinformed, accepts the 
politically inspired rantings of demagogues who 
would trade upon public ignorance. 

As a matter of fact, the world’s greatest ex- 
perts have wrestled for years, on both sides 
of the Atlantic, with the problem of “war 
debts” and, if they cannot grasp all the eco- 
nomic factors involved, how can the average 
man, lacking their sources of information, hope 
to make intelligent decisions? 

As for the Treaty of Versailles; it has been 
praised and damned so frequently by propa- 
gandists that, without careful reading of its 
every clause and deep study of the conditions 
which brought it into being, it is hopeless for 
anyone, expert or non-expert, to pass intel- 
ligent judgment. 

H. G. Wells has said that he fears for the 
future of western civilization. “It will be a 
race between education and catastrophe!” he 
said. 

And the vital point in the education which 
must come, is the clearing away, from the 
average man’s mind, of the economic fallacies 
that now cumber it.

Frank Gannett, Rochester, N. Y., news- 
paper publisher and listed among aspirants 
for the Republican presidential nomination, 
apparently contradicted himself in a brief 
statement made in Atlanta Thursday.

knows this is true. 
What President Roosevelt wants, and what 


practically every American wants, is the crea- 
tion, in those few years of fortunate oppor- 
tunity, of a completely impregnable national 
defense. 

Which, rather than illustrating any “New 
Deal failure to meet problems,” reveals that 
the Roosevelt administration is thoroughly alert 
to world situations and is moving now, while 
yet there is time, to meet a crisis which may 
involve the life of the nation a few years 
hence. 

If the Gannett remarks are typical of any 
criticism there may be of the Roosevelt po- 
sition on defense, they denote an almost com- 
plete lack of logical argument. 

Which is fortunate. On such an issue, at 
such a time as this, there should be no argu- 
ment, by Republicans or Democrats or any- 
one. There are some national affairs which, 
by their very nature, call for united patriotism 
and the forgetting of political differences. 

The national defense problem today is such 
an. affair. The Republican party will lose much 
public esteem if it lends itself to such forced 
criticism as that expressed by Gannett. 

Judge John B. Guerry 

The tragic death of Judge John B. Guerry, 
in an automobile accident in Virginia, takes 
from the Georgia bench a man of a quality 
the state can ill spare. Judge Guerry was a 
public. servant of the type of which this state 
needs more and his death will leave a gap 
hard to fill. 

It is to be doubted if any man held the 
respect and love and admiration of his home- 
town citizens in greater degree than did Judge 
Guerry. At Montezuma, his home, he was 
not only the first citizen of the community, 
but occupied a place in the affection of his 
fellow townsmen that no other could fill. 

He was a native Georgian, having been born 
in Quitman county. He was an honor grad- 
uate of Mercer University Law school and 
moved to Montezuma when he first began the 
practice of law. He had held important pub- 
lic offices in his home county and brought 
to the service of the state a wise understand- 
ing of human nature and a deep knowledge 
and experience in the law, when he was elect- 
ed to the Georgia court of appeals, 

All Georgia sorrows at his death and ex- 
tends sincerest sympathy to his family and 
the Montezuma friends who knew and liked 
him so well.

THE RIGHT TO LIVE 
(From The Dallas Morning News.) 

The right of a little country to live in peace 
is an academic question now. That right is no 
greater than its right to live in war—if we accept 
the viewpoint of facts as they are. Indeed, we 
have come face to face with the necessity of con- 
sidering the right of a big country to live. For 
example, we do well to think a while upon the 
right of our own country to live. 

Something of the agony of an invaded citizenry 
ill prepared to meet violence with violence is 
being made real in our own hearts. Sympathy is 
gradually hardening into horror. This may not 
be Armageddon, but it is hell. Imagination can 
picture no City of Destruction with more of terror 
or desolation than now stand revealed against the 
advancing flames of war. 

We shudder now. Shall we stop at shudder- 
ing? This is not the time for emotion. This is 
not the time for attitudes and moods. America 
did not come into being by force of blanched 
faces and palsied hands. America has not stood 
against the shock of storms in times past merely 
by virtue of disapproval of assault and obstacle. 
America will not endure through the menaces of 
the future if we stand content to deplore and to 
deprecate.

NO TIME TO WASTE WASHINGTON, May 17.—When the 


German invasion of the low countries 
suddenly created a national defense emergency, the unpleasant emo- 
tions of the moment were quite as shocking to the most important 
members of the administration as to the man in the street. Be- 
fore the President started work on his supplementary defense mes- 
sage, the two defense departments and the Treasury had not even 
sat down together to discuss what ought to be defended, how much 
it would cost, and how soon the defense could be prepared. 

In truth, so far as can be discovered, the War and Navy de- 
partments have not even now agreed on the extent of the com- 
mitments for which this country ought to fight. High naval offi- 
cers still talk of upholding the Monroe Doctrine in toto, which 
would mean assuming responsibility for the independence of the 
Americas from the cape of Good Hope to the northernmost shores 
of Canada. At the War Department, on the other hand, high army 
officers have already resigned the lower half of South America to 
the fate that would probably overtake it in the event of German 
victory. If the Germans win, they only expect to defend the terri- 
tory from the bulge of the southern continent northward. 

Oddest of all, the Treasury in these last days has talked in terms 
of a more complete preparedness than either the War or Navy 
departments. Influential Treasury officials have privately discussed 
the expenditure of as much as $10,000,000,000 additional by the 
end of 1942. The army and navy mention more modest estimates, 
but only because ajlong experience of executive and congressional 
economy on defense have taught the services not to state their needs 
too boldly. 


REPEAL OF DEBT LIMIT It is tragic that the fundamental 


problems of national defense have 
not been pondered until now. It is fortunate that they are now 
being pondered, with the utmost seriousness, by members of con- 
gress and by men in the street as well by the officials more directly 
involved. 

If there is a proper investigation of the whole national defense 
question, as it now seems possible there may be, we shall be able 
to go confidently forward with a broadly conceived program. Mean- 
while, it is necessary for everyone to make up his mind that the 
country is going to have to pay through the nose. Considering the 
extent of the probable important needs, Treasury officials do not 
seem unwise in favoring immediate and unqualified action to make 
the federal debt limit inapplicable to national defense spending. It 
is to be feared that some halfway measure will be taken now, and 
that later, when men’s minds have been soothed by the inevitable

As It Should Be The right of a league president 

to handle matters within his 
own league has been upheld by the executive committee of 
minor league baseball in unanimously reinstating Packy 
Rogers, New Orleans third’ baseman. 

And William G. Bramham, high commissioner of the 
minors, may not be so quick next time to question the judg- 
ment of a president like Trammell Scott. 

Bramham overruled Scott when the Southern 
prexy reinstated Rogers, who allegedly threw a

Bramham couldn’t see it Scott’s way. No Southern 
league president ever had been overruled before, but 
Bramhanm, sitting smugly in his offices at Durham, 

N. C., ruled that ‘“‘justice’”’ must be done; ruled that 

Rogers must be set down for 90 playing days. 

That Bramham was breaking up a winning baseball com- 
bination in a league that can stand more winning combina- 
tions did not occur to him. He wasn’t even acquainted with 
the true facts. His high-handed action removed Rogers from 
the Pelican lineup and a losing streak followed. 

Apparently it did not take the three-man executive 
committee long to put Bramham in his place. They 
reviewed the facts and then cast a unanimous vote in 
Rogers’ favor. President Scott’s stand in the case was 
vindicated. 

The incident is a closed chapter, but there should be a 
slight aftermath ge the Southern league.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—(?)— 


In an extraordinary defense coali- 
tion unparalleled since World War 


days, President Roosevelt, Herbert | 


Hoover, Alf M. Landon and 
Colonel Frank Knox threw their 
united influence today behind gi- 
gantic plans for arming the nation. 


Hoover and Landon made 
known their support for the 
$1,182,000,000 program presented 
to congress yesterday by Mr. 
Roosevelt, and Knox disclosed the 
President had authorized him to 
announce a project by a group of 
patriotic citizens for a system of 
“Plattsburgs of the air’—training 
camps to produce thousands of ex- 
pert military aviators. 

(In an address at Warrens- 
burg, Mo., tonight, Landon de- 
clared “the deplorable condi- 
tion of our national defense is 
almost unbelievable” and add- 
ed that additional appropria- 
tions must be made available 
as quickly as possible, the 
United Press said. 

“Spirit of Unity.” 

(“The President, in his 
splendid address to congress 
yesterday,’ Landon told John- 
son county Republicans and 
an audience of a radio net- 
work, “spoke as the leader of 
all the people. He is acting in 
the spirit of unity for which 
American citizens have been 
waiting and in a spirit which 
will bring him a united sup- 
port in preparing our de- 
fenses.’’) 

Former President Hoover. in 
New York, expressed his approval 
of the defense program, asserting 
“there can be no partisanship upon 
the principle of national defense.”’ 
The White House promptly issued 
a Statement of appreciation. Sec- 
retary Early said “it is further in- 
dication that political differences 
are being cast aside in the emer- 

In announcing his air-training 
camp project, Colonel Knox, the 
1936 vice presidentia: nominee. 
said it had the approval of the 
president; General George C. Mar- 
shall, chief of staff; the army air 
corps and the civil aeronautics au- 
thority, and would be backed by 
a group of patriotic citizens. 

Dewey Backs Plans. 

Thomas E,. Dewey meanwhile is- 
sued a statement saying he joined 
Roosevelt “in the hope that 
our military needs can be filled 
without in anyway interfering 
with the shipment of airplanes and 
supplies to nations which have 
contracted for them.” 

While endorsing a “large ex- 
pansion” of defenses, he said con- 
gress should consider carefully 
Mr. Roosevelt's request for a fund

Nazis Slow Up. 

In Paris it was declared German 
armored columns, cutting a pocket 
35 to 40 miles deep into northern

French troops barring the way 
took their stand around the Se- 
dan-Rethel-Sambre triangle. 

The Germans attacked on the 
west side of this bulge around 
Avesnes and Vervins, roughly 10 
and 15 miles from the Belgian 
border, striving to take control of 
the main northern highways.

No one reading the news ¢oday can fail to 
realize that this a crucial moment for the 
world. The President has asked for a greater 
increase in our national defenses. Of course, 

is vital as the picture develops before our 
eyes, for us to understand the need of the abil- 
ity to produce mechanized weapons of war in 
order to protect our man power. One has but 
to read the record of what happened to Hol- 
land’s army—one-fourth wiped out—to realize 
why we must have modern weapons of war.
